“Japan hag also been asked whether the terme

for parleying. No definite seply has been received 
from Japan, bat it ts belleved that the proposed 
basls for negotiations will be agreeable to both 
Chine and Japan, 

The majorlty of the Powers are in accord 
with Great Britain, and {tis hoped the others 
wilt assent.” i 

This cablegram is in no shape or form 
news to residents In the Far East, who 
have been thoroughly aware for weeks past 
that Great Britaln was prepared to 
negétiate between China and Japan on 
the Korean dispute,, and had been 
endeavoring to obtain the co-operation of 
the Great Powers for (hat object. And 
what Revrer ‘hopes’ and ‘belleves’ 
means absolutely nothing. The Japanese 
Consul In thiscofony recelved yesterday 
from Japan an officlal telegram to the 
effect that an extraordinary session of the 
Japanese ‘Diet was opened on the 18th.

necessity, neither China nor Japan 
will listen’ to any overtures of ‘peace 
on. any proposed basis. Were China, 
in face of the feeling existing throughout 


_| the length and breadth of the Empire, to 


acknowledge ‘herself beaten and make 
concessions to a nation she has always 
despised, the present Manchu dynasty 
would not- exist for a month, and there 
would be a Reign of Terror from the 
borders of Yunnan to the wilds of Manchuria, 
from Fohklen to the Desert of Gabi, 
unparalleled in’ modern history; and as 
for Japan, it is well-known that she Is 
imitating the example of Napotgon III in 
1871, undertaking a popular war abroad 
to avoid a certain revolution at home. 

‘In view of what has come to our 
knowledge within the past few days there 
would anpear to be very little doubt that 
Great Britain, for easily understood 
reasons—the strained relations . with 
France over the Madagascar question 
and the serious injury caused to her 
commerce in the Far East by this absurd 
war—has been most actively engaged 
in trying to obtain the co-operation 
of the European Powers _ interested 
to bring pressure on both China and 
Japan, And there would also seem to be 
very little douht that, with the possible 


-exception of Russia--which In’ reality {s 


the only other nation who has anything 
material at stake in the Far East—, 
she has failed in her attempt, in spite 
of Reuter's statement that ‘the mafority 
of the Powers are in accord with 
Great Britain.” What is the reasonable 
inference to drawn from all this, argued 
fromthe basis of our latest news from 
the seat of war in Korea? We are 
authoritatively informed that the Japanese 
have abandoned Thornton Haven and 
Rone to Ping-yang inlet. Why have they 
retreated from what was undoubtedly a 
colyn of vantage in any future warllke 


operations they may have contemplated ? 
|The Japanese have suffered no defeat 


and so far as we know. were not 
even threatened by the Chinese fleet. 
Then why this retrograde movement at 
the very time the Mikado was proclaiming 
tothe Diet at Hiroshina that this was a 
vendetta which must he fought. out to the 
bitter ‘end—" hostilities must not be 
permitted to cease until Japan has 
accomplished the object she had in 
view when she. entered upon this 
strucgle’? It certainly seems curious, 
and yet a possible explanation {a not 
fir toseck. A fleet of eighteen Russian 
war vessels left Wladivostock on’ the 
tyth inst, destination unknown; . the full 
strength of the British squadron in China 
under Admiral Fremantle ts crulsing . off 
the Korean coast, and powerful reinforce- 
ments are hurrying with all speed to 
Chinese .waters;, and the confidently 
predicted battles have so far failed to come 
off. The inference is plain, although it may
